"Meanwhile on the right, in the 


direction of Richebourg, a similar ad- 
vance had been made inward Bois du 
Biez, a small reuangular wood lying 
about 1000 yards to thc southeast <of 
Neuvechapelle. Here, also, little re- 
sistance was met with, and our line 
reached a point about 400 yards from 
the wood; 


"In the afternoon, the troops who 


had seized Nenvechapelle advanced 
still further to the east, gaining near- 
ly 400 yards, while on their left again, 
north of the 
village, our 
forward 


movement progressed for a consider- 
able distance and the fighting con- 
tinued long after darkness had set in.

"The enemy were by this time thor- 


oujfhly shaken and in some parts of 
the field were surrendering in groups. 
Throughout the day the Germans con- 
tinued to hold out in a strang position 
at the angle of the crossroads south of 
the village, where they were estab- 
lished in a perfect network of tren- 
ches and barbed wire. This position 
had been known as Port Arthur and 
a hard struggle raged for some hours 
around it, until at 5:30 in the even- 
ing, when it was stormed at the point 
of the payonPt. 


"By nightfall we WPTP in possession 


of all of the enemy's trenches on a 
front of 400 yards, representing an 
advance of more than 1200 yards from 
our original trenches at the furthest 
point.

New York, March 15.—Down

kee steamtrs, lying the stars and 
,jBtraps^isedjjr)g|with Made in U. S. A. 
pro3u1f6s^1i8aiid fdr the Spanish Main. 


The trade rputes that Drake and his 


crew of freebooting heroes originated 
in their task of plundering Spanish 
cities of South America are followed 
by more American ships than Euro- 
pean now, where, a few months ago, 
it was the Union Jack or Norwegian, 
or German flag that flew from the 
mastheads of the ships in the tropics. 


Big business, the kind that deals 


in millions, no longer needs urging to 
seize its opportunity, and the little 
fellows, who deal in thousands in- 
stead of millions, are following the 
leaders. 


A dozen or more ships are clearing 


every week for Argentine, and Bra- 
zil and for ports on the west coast of 
South America, via the canal. 


And South American 
goods 
are 


coming back, in American bottoms. 
A week or so ago Manuel A. Molina, 
consul general of the Argentine re- 
public in New York, issued an official 
statement in which he pleaded for 
closer trade 
relations 
between the 


United States and Argentine. 


"We have products you want, as 


well as markets for your products," 
he said. "The United States is in- 
terested in capturing our markets by 
selling its products to us, but does 
not reciprocate in purchasing our 
goods to a similar degree. 
Argen- 


tine wool and hides are brought in the 
London markets by American import- 
ers. 
Why not import them direct to 


America and save the middleman's 
fronts?" 


Yankee millionaires saw the chance, 


and there are a few ships now en 
route from Buenos Aires with Argen- 
tine products which will be sold in the 
open market here. 


The Argentine consul's plea WES 


followed, a few days later, by an an- 
nouncement from Peru. The govern- 
ment there decided to import 
flour 


from the United States and sell it at 
cost price in order to reduce thc cost 
of bread there. 


These announcements had

diate results, and, as a sequel, a chain 
of government-encouraged schools foi 
the training of foreign commerce PX- 
perts may soon be realized.

THAWS MONEY WINS 


No sane person will believe that 


Harry K. Thaw/ was insane when he 
killed Stanford White and became 
sane a few days afterward. 
New 


York never had a more deliberate 
murder than that in whkh White was 
the victim. From the time the crime 
was committed, however, the public 
knew that Thaw would not suffer the 
penalty of his crime. Thaw can com- 
mand an unlimited amount of jaoney, 
and money goes a long way in pre- 
venting the punishment of criminals 
in some courts. 


Because of his own and his rela- 


tives' wealth Thaw was acquitted of 
murder and sent to an insane asylum. 
The incarceration of Matteawan was 
far as the New York courts would go 
m punishing Thaw, however, and it 
has been made plain in the verdict of 
the jury in the conspiracy case against 
Thaw that any inmate of Matteawan 
who is sane or insane may be enabled 
to escape if he pays the price. 
It 


cost Thaw six thosand dollars to get 
out of the insane asylum, aside from 
the amount he had to pay sleek law- 
yers to convince the court that he in- 
tended no violation of the law. 


The Thaw case throughout has done 


more to bring r'dicule and contempt 
upon the law and its methods of ad- 
ministration than anything that has 
happened in this country since it was 
founded. It was Thaw's money that 
enabled him to escape the punishment 
that would have been inflicted upon 
a poor man charged with a similar 
crime. Is it any wonder that the 
poor man looks with both fear and 
contempt upon the law, which Bends 
him to jail for taking- a loaf of bread 
to keep his family from starving and 
frees a deliberate mw*erer because 
the latter can buy expert legal ad- 
visors who discover technicalities and 
bring about delays which tire out the 
courts?

pro3u1f6s^1i8aiid fdr the Spanish Main. 


The trade rputes that Drake and his 


crew of freebooting heroes originated 
in their task of plundering Spanish 
cities of South America are followed 
by more American ships than Euro- 
pean now, where, a few months ago, 
it was the Union Jack or Norwegian, 
or German flag that flew from the 
mastheads of the ships in the tropics. 


Big business, the kind that deals 


in millions, no longer needs urging to 
seize its opportunity, and the little 
fellows, who deal in thousands in- 
stead of millions, are following the 
leaders. 


A dozen or more ships are clearing 


every week for Argentine, and Bra- 
zil and for ports on the west coast of 
South America, via the canal. 


And South American 
goods 
are 


coming back, in American bottoms. 
A week or so ago Manuel A. Molina, 
consul general of the Argentine re- 
public in New York, issued an official 
statement in which he pleaded for 
closer trade 
relations 
between the 


United States and Argentine. 


"We have products you want, as 


well as markets for your products," 
he said. "The United States is in- 
terested in capturing our markets by 
selling its products to us, but does 
not reciprocate in purchasing our 
goods to a similar degree. 
Argen- 


tine wool and hides are brought in the 
London markets by American import- 
ers. 
Why not import them direct to 


America and save the middleman's 
fronts?" 


Yankee millionaires saw the chance, 


and there are a few ships now en 
route from Buenos Aires with Argen- 
tine products which will be sold in the 
open market here. 


The Argentine consul's plea WES 


followed, a few days later, by an an- 
nouncement from Peru. The govern- 
ment there decided to import 
flour 


from the United States and sell it at 
cost price in order to reduce thc cost 
of bread there.

THAWS MONEY WINS 


No sane person will believe that 


Harry K. Thaw/ was insane when he 
killed Stanford White and became 
sane a few days afterward. 
New 


York never had a more deliberate 
murder than that in whkh White was 
the victim. From the time the crime 
was committed, however, the public 
knew that Thaw would not suffer the 
penalty of his crime. Thaw can com- 
mand an unlimited amount of jaoney, 
and money goes a long way in pre- 
venting the punishment of criminals 
in some courts. 


Because of his own and his rela- 


tives' wealth Thaw was acquitted of 
murder and sent to an insane asylum. 
The incarceration of Matteawan was 
far as the New York courts would go 
m punishing Thaw, however, and it 
has been made plain in the verdict of 
the jury in the conspiracy case against 
Thaw that any inmate of Matteawan 
who is sane or insane may be enabled 
to escape if he pays the price. 
It 


cost Thaw six thosand dollars to get 
out of the insane asylum, aside from 
the amount he had to pay sleek law- 
yers to convince the court that he in- 
tended no violation of the law. 


The Thaw case throughout has done 


more to bring r'dicule and contempt 
upon the law and its methods of ad- 
ministration than anything that has 
happened in this country since it was 
founded. It was Thaw's money that 
enabled him to escape the punishment 
that would have been inflicted upon 
a poor man charged with a similar 
crime. Is it any wonder that the 
poor man looks with both fear and 
contempt upon the law, which Bends 
him to jail for taking- a loaf of bread 
to keep his family from starving and 
frees a deliberate mw*erer because 
the latter can buy expert legal ad- 
visors who discover technicalities and 
bring about delays which tire out the 
courts?
